on Applicant amendment/persuasive argument filed on 5/21/09, claims 45- 
49,51-60,62-69 and 74 ( renumbered as 1-24) are allowed.

Positive Statements for "Inherent" Tie: 

The process recited in claims 45 and 69 "subtracting, from a pixel value of 
a second image data acquired by way of an imaging process causing a first light 
source to emit light, a pixel value of a corresponding pixel of first image data 
acquired by way of an imaging process causing the first light source not to emit 
light; obtaining difference image data corresponding to an image captured in an 
irradiation environment of only the first light source based on the subtraction; 

Performing a white balance adjustment process on the difference image 
data". Performing a white balance adjustment process on the difference image 
data could not be realized by external, manually performed image processing. 
Claims 45 and 69 are therefore tied to a machine and thus a statutory process.
